It was itvented, it ts said, at Bay- 
ot»ue, in 1641; anil emplwed iu 1670 in the regi- 
ment of the King’s Fubilers. It sensibly modi- 
fied the military art in iurope, as it made cav- 
alry less redoubtable to inantry, and caused the 
fire of lines of battle to case to be regarded as 
the principal means of actioi. The bayonet iaa, 
in fact, become the decisivearm of combat. Ac- 
cording to a local tradition i was in a small tair.- 
let in the environs of Bayoote that this arm was 
invented. What led to the uvention of it was, 
that in a fierce combat betveen some IRsque 
peasants, and some Spani-h smuggler*, thi for 
mer having exhausted their ameiuuition, ant being 
thereby at a disadv. ntage, fasteued ther long 
knives to their muskets, aud by mean: of the 
weapon so formed put their entmies to light.— 
This arm rapidly came into general use in Eu- 
rope. 

Alter tbe King’s regiment, several otters were 
provided with the bayonet, aud the drajuODs re- 
ceived it in 1676. In 1678, at. tbe ttae of tbe 
peace of Nimeguen, all the Fiench genadiers 
had the bayonet, but the socket which nukes the 
use of it so easy, was not invented u:til a late 
period. An unsuccessful experiment with the 
socket was made before] Louis XIV, ii 1688, but 
the want of uniformity in the musket was then 
un obstacle to the adoption of this nmple aud 
efficacious piece of mechanism. Bayoiets at that 
time were a sort of dagger, of whtJi the han 
ale was placed in the muzzle of the ausket, and, 
of couri-e, prevented the musket from being 
fired. The first battle at which the oayonet was 
seriously employed was that of Tirin, in 1682; 
hut it was uot until the battle of Spres in 17o8 
that the first charge of the bavonet fas executed. 
After that epoch up to 1792, the bayonet was 
often employed in combat, und itB Prince de 
Ligne culled it a “peculiarly FreDcharm,” owrag 
to the manner in which our soldien used it; but 
the real value of it was not revelled until the 
wars of national independence. Then the bayo- 
net really became a French arm. “The bullet ia 
wild," said Suwaroff, "but the bayonet is prudent 
and sure.” — Moniteur. 

Judge Edmond's Exi'erienci in Casting Out 
Detils. — Judge Edmonds sail continues his 
communications to the New Fork Tribune on 
Spiritualism and its phenomena. In his last arti- 
cle be says: 

Casting out DtviU . — I take this phrase as I 
find itiu Scripture, as indicating that the subject 
is possessed by an influence which produces vio- 
lent throes, or, us is said in Scripture, “straight- 
way the spirit tear him, and hs fell on the grouad, 
und wallowed foaming.” 

I have witnessed many instances of this, when 
the subject was relieved s mp y by laying on of 
hands, und sometimes by a mere command to the 
spirit to depart. 

I wus once at a circle in Troy, some twenty per- 
sons present, when a strong man became uncon- 
scious and violently convulsed. He beat the table 
with great force with both Ins lists. I pHt my hand 
ou his head against vehement struggle* on his part 
to prevent it, and in a few momenta he wasi estored 
tc quiet and consciousness. I once had a man 
similarly affected in my own room, who beat his 
head violently ou a marble-top tube, and fell to 
the floor iu convulsions. He was tecovered by the 
same means, though more slowly. A man from 
Chicago waited on me, afflicted with continuous 
convulsions of bis arms and legs. He was restored 
by the mere exercise of the will, hast year at my 
house, I found a man lying ou the door, distorted 
and convulsed. I lifted him up, ccmpelled him to 
sit in a chair, und then, with a few Fords addressed 
Dot to him, but to the spirit that was influencing 
him, he was at once restored to composure.

THE WAA IN EUROPE. 

State of German Feeling on the War. 

[Correspondence of the Cork Reporter.] 

Stuttgart, June 18, 1859. 

I have been in all the principal towns between 
this and Antwerp, and during the entire time — 
eleven days — I have heard little else spoken of 
than la guerre in Belgium, and der kreia in Ger- 
many. 

Ail through Belgium I found all whom I met in 
the hotels and railway carriages well informed 
of events as they occurred iu Italy, aDd dispassion- 
ate aad impartial. They unanimously expressed 
sympathy for the sufferings of Italy, and hatted of 
Austrian tyranny, but expressed a distrust in the 
declared intentions of Napoleon III, and a belief 
that policy alone iuffuenced him, and not any sin- 
cere wish to give a freedom to the Italians which 
Frenchmen do not themselves possess. 

Tbe Belgian Government, too, like all the con- 
tinental powers, is increasing its army, and put- 
ting its strongholds in order. Antwerp, it is 
said, is shortly to receive a garrison of 6,000 men, 
and there the drilling of recruits is going briskly 
on. 

Having passed through Belgium, into the 
proviuce ot Rhenish, Prussia, I heard the people 
expressing the same opinions as I beard in 
Belgium, and well informed of passing events. 

The Prussians, too, are hard at work setting 
their house in order. The garrison of foblentz 
and Ebrcnbrtitstein is now more than lo,u00 men, 
while Muiutz, a fort. fixation of the Uuud, and gar 
risoned by Austrians, Prussians and Hessians, at 
present contains above 13,000. These fortresses 
are at present being put into a perfect state ot 
defense. All around the fortification* of Coblentz 
and Maintz, both of which towns are perhaps, 
over three miles in circumference, great palisades 
8 feel long, and from 12 to fifteen iuches thick, 
are being pul into the ground just inside the outer 
slope of tbe ditches ot the (oitifications. These 
stakes rise about 3)^ feet above the grouad— are 
placed with an opening of about three inches be- 
tween each, and are pointed at the tops with the 
axe. They are placed far enough down the ditch 
to be out of the reach of fire, while in case of as- 
sault they would oppose an almost insurmount- 
able obstacle to the eDemy. Opposite the project- 
ing angle of every bastion, they also run across 
tbe ditch. 

I was admitted into the fortress of Ehrenbreit 
stein, the Gibraiter of the Rbiue. Tickets are sold 
for groscheu— or 3d— by the Government, and 
a sergeant is sent with you who shows you every- 
thing, and expects 2J^ groschens more as a tritik- 
geld of drinkmoney. In this famed stronghold, 
ou which enormus sums have bten laid out to 
niuke it impregnable, I saw no guns larger than 
34 pounders, and no mortars save some Irani the 
lime of Louis XIV, which once belonged to the 
French. There are heaps of shots here, but none 
larger than 32 pounders, so for as I saw. 

Passing into Southern Germany, amongst the 
little kingdoms aud principalities and dukedoms, 
I find the tone and temper of all classes greatly- 
changed; while ou the Rhine people content theui- 
selves with caricatures of the French Emperor, 
theie all are for immediate war. “Why not march 
at once, take Paris, burn it, and annihilate it ut 
terly — the hot-bed of all European disturbance*'” 
say they. 

Io Stuttgart tbe wiudows of tbe print shops are 
tilled with pictures ot tbe brave deeds and battles 
of the W ui tembergers in the last war against tbe 
French. War songs appear daily in the papers, 
calling on Get mans once more te rise and defend 
the taiherland from the Po to the Rhine. Old 
Arndt, the fumous writer ot as soul-stirriDg war 
songs as ever were written, has now, in his old age 
after long silence, written one more, which appears 
beautifully engraved, with a border of cannons, 
bauners, soldiers, and horses, in every window oi 
the sixty shops where books are sold. The sol- 
diers here are mere louts — Lot one has ever seen 
a shot tired in earnest, they are awkward in their 
movements, walk badly, are small of stature fisd 
very young. Ten thousand of them would run be- 
fme a Flench regiment. 

On Monday next the Wurtembergers are to 
march to tbe neighborhood of Heilbronn, where 
they are to be encamped. For tbe last week the 
mothers, si-t is, and aunts of the officers have been 
hard at work scraping old linen into liut for 
wounds that their relatives soon hope to receive. 
In tbe wii dows of the ironmongers are displayed 
field cookery apparatus for officers. I fear that 
evil will come of this hatted of the French by South 
Germany. 

It was only yesterday, on the news that the Prus- 
sian Government bad mobolized six Mips d'ann .. 
that one ol the newspapers here wrote thus: "Gud 
be thanked, Germany is at last about to draw the 
sword, which has too long remained in the scab 
bar .” Here nothing is known of what is going 
on in Italy— no telegraphic dispatches are pub 
lishtd iu the newspaptrs— all is Austrian. The 
fact is, these small German States seem to dread 
tbe diminution ot Austrian preponderance in the 
Bund, und fear absorption into Prussia. 

Iu Bavaria, too, the teeliDg is quite the same ns 
here. The Bavarian corps is to be near Forcheim, 
on the French Irontier, while ibe Prussians, it is 
-aid, will be posted to the West of the Rhine in the 
Prussian Kiiine province. This, < be South German 
papers boast, will prevent the French trom send- 
ing their eutire strength to Lombardy, aud thus 
be agood help to the Austrians. 

Gy ulai has become unpopular, and ail the late 
disasters are ultrihuted to him; while Hess is Con- 
sidered to be more theoretical than practical in 
bis strategic combinations. Von Bent dtk, it is 
said, will obtain the chief command before long, 
aud then great things are hoped of the Austrians. 
To give the Austrians tbeir due, they are, indeed, 
tine soldierly lookmg fellows, und I am sure can 
tight well, but I dou i think they have the dash of 
the French. 

P. S. — I was late for tbe p?st yesterday. I for- 
got to mention in a former part of this letter that 
the Prussians are hard at work everywhere, put- 
ting new felloes to the wheels of their old gun 
carnages and umuniliou wagons. This looks like 
business. I think that if the French euter any part 
of the Tyrol, which it is here supposed they uiu-.t 
do in order to cut off the Austrian supplies, the 
Germans can be no longer restrained from aveng- 
ing what they call an invasion of Bund territory. 

KUSSIvN DEFENSE OF THE CIRCULAR TO GERMANY. 

[Special Dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette. | 

Baltimore, July 11. 

The Xord of June 22d says, in cummentisg cn 
the circular of Prince Gortschakoff, that Russ a 
had so much more tbe right to remind the Fed 
eral Gove uments of the correct principles which 
they seemed disposed to overlook, since she has 
always given proofs of how much she is concern- 
ed iu the integrity and independence of Germa- 
ny. The Nurd concludes as follows: “Let 

Germany remain, therefore, in peace. She is 
not interested in the Italian war, neither 
her rights, her interests, her security, nor 
her independence, will suffer from the just re- 
prisals which war now inflicts upon Austria, nor 
by the deserved dispossession by which she is 
threatened. No real, eventual, nor early danger, 
can result from it to the Confederation. ' The lat- 
ter has, therefore, no right to bring to bear its 
exclusive defeusive power. If it interferes, it 
will subvert its institutions, and violate the trea- 
ties which have established it as a means of de- 
fense for the commou interests, aud not as a tool 
of attack, for the benefit of private interest. It 
will show that it is itself a real danger to the 
equipoise cf the forces and the powers of Europe, 
aud ibe great powers exposed by the unexpected 
violation, will have to devise means to force it to 
re-assuine tbe role wh’ch the treaties had 
ascribed to it in the midst of the grand political 
combinations upon which the present system of 
European public right is founded. 

THE ZOUAVES OF THE GUARD. 

The Paris Pays says: 

The Zouuves ot the Guard organized on the bat- 
tle fields of tbe Crimea. Tbe Zouaves of the 
Guard, the bravest of tbe brave, undoubtedly form 
one of tbe best of corps for a band lo-baud tight, 
like that which they have sustained at the head 
of the Buttulcra bridge. They are chosen from 
amoDg the Zouaves, and that means a good deal, 
broken to fatigues aud gymnastic exercises, ac- 
customed to hazard their lives at every moment, 
they possess that solidity aud that coup d'oeil 
which duplicate the forces of the soldier on tne 
batik- field. Their officers all come from the spe- 
cial troops of the African army. After having 
been submitted to a first selection to enter into 
tboir old regiments, they are again attentively 
examined to be admitted into tbe Guard. They 
may be proud of their position when considering 
tbe qualities required from them. Officers and 
soldiers are worthy one ot the other, and the only- 
way to praise them as they deserve is to relate 
tbeir deeds. 

On the 18th June, 1855, the day was lost; the 
General-in-Chief desirous to try a last and pow- 
erful effort, sent for the Colonel of the Zouaves 
of the Guard: “Jannin,” said he, pointing out to 
him the evenmg’s line, “with your men you can 
pass everywhere; what I ask of you is impossible 
tt is therefore that I intrust yeu with it.” “I 
thank you,” was the gay reply trom JaDnin, and 
he added, “General, I do not say good bve,” and 
the regiment left with cries of Civs V Empereur. 
At the storming of tbe Malakofl' they remained as 
* reserve corps, but they clamored to be brought 
on the the theater of tbe tight; when banding them 
their sogle General Caurob.rt promised them 
that they soon would have occasion to illustrate 
it. Only two , ’tctorie8 are recorded upou it — Se- 
bastopol and Magenta; but out of those two vic- 
tories, one includes all tbe struggles of a laborious 
campaign— the other opens on au era forever glo- 
rious of the deliverance of a county. 

M. Gutgnard, who led it to Italy, is an expe- 
rienced officer of Africa and of tbe Crimea. 
When before Sebastopol, as Lieutenant-Colonel of 
tbe fourteenth of the line, be distu guished him- 
self, and obtained the rank of Colonel of tha 
nineteenth. After the battle of Magenta, M. 
Guigaard had the honor of receiving tbe felicita- 
tions of His Majesty the Emperor, in the presence 
of his brave Zouaves, who had fought like lions, 
aDd had shown the Austrians that they really 
were the best soldiers of Fiance. 

DETAILS OF FOREIGN NEWS. 

[Fr»m tbe London limes, June 28. h.] 

New York, July 11. 

The French Emperor has named his new vic- 
tory. The village of Sal terino is to be identified 
with the tremendous battle of tbe 24th of Jane. 
The action iB not one of unmitigated triumph to 
the conquerer, nor of utter defeat to the van- 
quished. It resembles rather W’agram than Aus- 
terlitz. It is as usual, where Austrian troops 
fight, and Austrian Generals command. It is an 
example of stubborn discipline, contending at 
once against an enterprising and _ intelligent 
enemy, and against the evils of a divided com* 



maud. While the Zouaves were being boroe 
back by the Austrians, in position at Huffalora, 
and Napoleon himself was engaged in an unequal 
contest, four Austrian Generals were quarreling 
as to the mnnoer in which supports should be 
sent np, and quarreled till victory was torn from 
them. Let ns apply tbe lesson as tbe facts 
march forward before our eyes, changing as they 
go the rank and precedence of nation*. 

Tbe recent battle has been prsperly named. — 
The Austrians write of it as the battle of the 
Mincio, hut this is incorrect. Tbe conflict took 
place on the narrow district which is surrounded 
by the course ot the Chiese on the west, and by 
that of tbe Mincio on the east. All tbe places 
mentioned in the telegrams will be found about 
midway between these two rivers. Great as was 
the force assembled, and enormous as was tbe 
amount of ground Covered, the battle did not 
teach the neighborhood of Mantua, nor extend 
southward beyond half the distance between that 
fortress and Feschiera. The tide of battle did 
not roll parallel with the course of either river. 
In this campaign, which is fought in a net work 
of waters, great rivers do not appear to play their 
usual important part. They fare passed aod re- 
passed. They are bridged and forded. They are 
fortified and abandoned, but they are not serious 
I v defended. The Ticino and rtesia submitted to 
tbe passage of the tuvader, aud even the Po was 
crossed and recrossed several times with impu- 
nity. After the battle of Magenta, the Lambro 
was not an obstacle. Tbe Adda wo* reached only 
to find broken bridges and dismantled fortresses, 
but no eDemv such as once before had defended 
that bridge of Lodi. The Serio and Heila were 
phased by both hosts, and the Chiese, which 
had been so often aDd so fiercely defended, 
was swarmed over by the Zouaves as though it 
had been a river of France. This is a novelty in 
tactics. Perhaps it has oeen discovered that the 
old masters of the art of war were wroog, and 
that the passage of great rivers is not an opera- 
tion during which ao enemy may be taken at ad- 
vantage. Perhaps this is the neu> principle of 
those strategic considerations, which have been 
developed with such marvellous results in this 
camyuign. However this may be, it certainly is 
not the battle of the 61incio, or battle of Chiese, 
which was fought on Friday last, and the Empe- 
ror of tbe French has tud title to name the victory 
alter the centre of tbe Aostriau position, if it 
shall so please him to create the new 6larshal, 
Duke ol aalfermo. It is singular that we are 
indebted to the vanquished for all our reliable in- 
formation as to the circumstances of this great 
battle. Not only is the Austrian bulletin the 
most caudid acknowledgment of a defeat ever 
given in the worid. but it is also the most satis- 
factory history of a battle ever made, with the 
same number of words. By the lightof tb«se sev- 
enteen Iraes of print, and a tolerable map, we 
can almost see the situation of the combatants 
aud the great features of the engagement. 

The ground upon which the battle was fought 
differs much from the spongy plain through which 
the Austrians bod beeu so long retreatiug, and 
the French had beeu so long advancing. Tbe 
southern shore of the Lago Dt c»arda cun.-ists of 
bills and broken-up lands, wdicu have always 
beeu considered as favorable to defensive opera- 
tions. When the Austrian Emperor changed his 
tactics so suddenly that the command to re cross 
the Mincio appeared rather tbe result of a caprice 
thuu a deliberate judgment, it was into those up- 
lands be led his army. The village of Pailuzun- 
ieugo, wtmh he describes os having beeu occu- 
pied by bis right wing, is about six miles to the 
southwest of Peschlera. Saltenno, which plated 
so important a part in the battle, is a little Vil- 
lage about six nines southwest of Pozzdengo, 
aud situated at the foot of the uplands, and just 
at the p^tut where they descend into the plain. 

Away to the left, across the plain, auother six 
miles distant, is that Castle Go tire do, which we 
are told was occupied by the Austrian left wing. 
Here we have the line of battle. These places 
are nearly equi distant, and form a straight front 
in a south westerly direction from tha Garda 
Lake. Moreover, the line is as neatly as possibla 
of the length which the French Emperor men- 
tioned in his message to the Empress. Its right 
extends over the highlands from Pozzolengo to 
Saltermo; its left passes along tbe plain from 
Salfermo to Castle Goffredo. Solferiuo is the 
center and the key of tbe position. Uuidezzolo 
and Carriana are villages that afford tbe second 
line of atati >ns, and Volta is a town about tour 
miles in rear ol the second line of posts, aud 
within a short distance of the western bank of 
the Mincio. We have thus the Austrian order of 
battle and distribution of force perfectly indica- 
ted. What tbe French positions may have been 
we can only conjecture. They probably formed 
a line which would have Castiglione for its cen- 
ter. As the Austrians sav tncir left wing ad- 
vanced beyond C’asile Goffrtdo, and nearly 
reached the banks of the Chie»e, it is probable 
the allied forces wrere principally concentrated in 
the higher district, which approaches the shore of 
the Garda Lake. 

The Auitnan line seems to have advanced in 
a crescent form, pushing forward its wings from 
Puzzolengno and Utsile Goffredo with great en- 
ergy arid some success, and attempting to force 
lorward their center along the slopes of the Nap- 1 
iando towards the Castiglione. Here, however, i 
they were met and defeated. Sailenno, heroicat- I 
ly defended, was at last carried by the Fiench ! 
troops. The Austrians had extended too far even 
for their immense force. Having lost the key tc 
their whole position, the Austrian center niust 
nave been forced back to the villuge ol Carriana 
four miles in the rear. They must again have 
been dislodged by the pursuing French and Sar- 
dinians, ana again must have retreated uik>u Vol- 
ta, six miles still further in the rear. Volta is, 
we believe, an open town, and the Austrian cen- 
ter which now occupied it wus ten miles in reur | 
>>f the position it had held in the morning. The 
French was following up their success and pre- 
paring for an attack on Volta with their mam 
body. If this should succeed the Austrian army 
must be cut ttt two and routed. The Austrian 
Emperor therefore called in his wings n <w so 
greatly in advance of the center, and drew off' his 
entire army, uot however retreating tar, but as 
would appear, retiring only to the bank of the 
Mincio, which after Volta had become his central 
position, was closer in hts rear. Next dav he 
crossed the river; and we have the significant an- 
nouncement that Geu. Hess takes command, aud 
that important business requires the presence of 
the Emperor in Vienna. 

The most wonderful part of this battle, and, 
indeed, tne most wouderful characteristic of tt:e 
whole campaign is, that the Austrians, when 
beaten, were allowed to evacuate the field of battle 
without pursuit. Whether tuts is moderation or 
policy, or necessity, on the part of the French 
Emperor, we cannot yet tell ; uor caa we tell 
whether be looks on this Austrain army as a 
sportsman looks upon the game in his preserves, 
aud manages them with the design of getting as 
nany battles as possible, or whether it has al- 
ways been a chance happily decided in his favor, 
whether he should drive back those obstinate 
Austrians, or fail himself lu the effbrt. It ap- 
pears certain, however, that where tbe Austrians 
weie content to re' real, the Contemplated attack 
on Y'oigo was suspended, and the advances of the 
French ceased. Was it the bridge of gold to the 
fiyiug enemy, or was it the accord ot heaven to 
the beaten and yet abiding foe? We can’t quite 
compreheud tbe restraint of the French upon this 
aud other occasions, except on the supposition 
that they had good reason for avoiding any fur- 
ther conflict at that particular moment. But, 
whatever may be the cause o f these tactics, it 
certainly is not tbe want of personal enterprise 
on the part of the Freuch Emperor which has al- 
lowed the Austriau army to remain unbroken 
after this defeat. He has shown himself to he as 
personally brave as any one of his own grena- 
diers, and we must not cavil at the steps of pro- 
gress which are so leisurely, but apparently so 
surely mounted. 

We should rather look forward with interest 
for tokens of that moderation in victory which, 
after all, must test tbe ulttma'e prosperity of even 
this most prosperous of men. 

The Vienna correspondent of tbe London 
Times, writing on the 2’2d, says; ’ Matters have 
been so terribly mismanaged in Anstna during 
the last ten years, that it will be almost miracu- 
lous if the empire escapes dissolution. In all the 
provinces, great discontent prevails, and there is 
reas' n to tear there will be serious disturbances 
iu some of them if a change is not speedily made 
in the system of government. 

The Minister of the Interior still clings to tbe 
idea that the principle of strict centralization 
may be maintained; but the .Magyars laugh him 
to scora, and declare that tbe present s ate of 
things cannot last. 

REJOICING IN PARIS. 

New Yorx, July 11. 

Paris letters state that the rejoicings over the 
victory were such as were never seen nor heard 
there before. 

LETTER FROM RUSSELL, THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE 
LONDON TIMES. 

Russell, writing to the London Times, from 
Casteinedelo, which is on tbe high road to Mon- 
tecbiara, and about midway between Brescia and 
the Chiese, on an isolated ridge, which commands 
the surrounding country, gives an item of news 

and of special interest in this country just now. 

In order to improve all these advantages, an ex- 
pedient was adopted, which is not new, indeed, 
but which appears now under quite different cir- 
cumstances. 

The brothers Goddard, of aeronaut repute, who 
came out some tune ago provided with tbeir ap- 

S aratus, made yesterday in the afternoon, their 
rst experiment, at Castelnedolo. One of them 
made an ascent in a small balloon to explore the 
position of the enemy byond the Chiese. Having 
first mounted on the campanile to take the hear- 
ings and make himself somewhat acquainted 
with the country, he entered his little skiff and 
went np in the air with tbe regularity, which, ac- 
cording to those who saw the ascent, showed he 
was master of bis eccentric conveyance. He rose 
to a hight of 5O0 to 700 raids, stopped a minute 
or so, and the- descended again, wan os much reg- 
ularity as to ascending. As you remember, under 
Napoleon L, attempts were made to acquire in 
formation of tbe enemy’s position by these 
means, but in tne then state ot aeronautic expe- 
rience, not much could be made of this mean*. — 
Now aeronau.s pretend to have succeeded in reg- 
ulating the movements of balloons with toler- 
able accuracy, and certainly in many success- 
ful ascents seem proof of a certain proficiency. 
There will be opportunities to put this to the teal, 
and if the result should be satisfactory, it will 
become a formidable weapon in the bands of 
those who know how to use it beat. Tbe great- 
est difficulty in warfsre is, that the movemenU of 
i your adversary are known imperfectly, for each

then, the experiments of Messrs. Godard are suc- 
cessful, the intelligence department of theallod 
armies will acquire a most fruitful source of in- 
formation. Thera are. of course, cacnon bolls 
which may stop up this source iu a second, hut 
artillery has considerable difficulty u touching 
bodies that move slowlv or not at all, theie is 
very little chance of its being able to hurt an i,L- 
ject flying thmugh the air.

Mr. Fie a had 
not been long id his new quarter betore ms fraud

It was, however, soon observed that Mr S. was 
in tbe habit of leaving tbe bouse where be lodged 
late at uight and returning early tn the moi .,- 
ing. H»w often he did this it is imposs b.« to 
tell.

Sickles informed his friends that that w&s to be 
done openly brnc-forth which had been hitheito 
done clandestinely. It is well understood that 
Mr. B. could sever have mode out a ca?e justify 
ing a divorce, on the ground of bis wile’s 
adultery.

Some tune ego, in view of itie warlike state of 
things in Europe that might spread to this coun- 
try, we took occasion to criticise the character of 
Josnua F. Bell as a war politician. Aa the Op- 
position were trying to make him Governor of 
Kentucky, ao as to put him at the head of our ar- 
mies and navies, with their corn-stalk muskets 
and Oat boat ships of-the-line, we thought it but 
Just to consider bim as a belligerent executive. 

In looking over Mr. Beil’s record, we found that 
while be was a member of Congress, be had pro- 
posed to dock the salaries of all tbe civil officers 
whose pay could be reduced, for the purpose of 
raising means to carry on the Mexican war. At 
tbe saute time be had proposed to raise the pay 
of, those who were engaged in tbe war with Mex- 
ico We did tot obj-etto, but decidedly approved 
ot raising tbe pay ot tne soldiers, but we thought 
B.- i's mode of doing it was queer. A wag would 
have said that what he proposed to take from 
4ii u officers be proposed to give to t enacil ones.

The editor, 
however, whether awase or asleep, cannot con- 
vince the world that Bell's record on the tea ques- 
tion is a good one for an executive leader of ar- 
mies and commander of navie* in time of war. 
Wnen the great politicians of the age provide for 
Oatnirgon war, they borrow money and levy a 
tariff to pay the principal and interest, ju«t as 
President Polk ptopo- ed among other things to 
tax tta. They do not undertake to raise a war 
fund to ctmquer a powerful nation by docking 
the salaries of the civil officers of tbeir own gov- 
ernment. We think Mr. Bell is the first war pol- 
itician who ever seriously proposed such a meas- 
ure under such circumstances, and we intend, so 
lav a., we are concerned, that he shall have tbeex- 
cluc.ve bonorof tha novel proposition. As, how- 
ler. we are not very fond of tea, aod take it only 
m broken doses, w e shall not exhaust the sub- 
ject at once.

Well, sir, we have again and again heard from 
respectable Democrats concerning Mr. Magoffin’s 
position on the slavery question. They all tell us 
taat he takes substantially the grounds, in every 
speech, which he laid down while in the southern 
part of the State, in bis own hand-writing, in tha 
following words . 

“That Congress has the power to protect while 
it cannot probinit slavery in the Territories; that 
the Territorial Legislature, as its agent, cannot 
exclude or abolish slavery, directly or ind rectljr, 
by UDtiiendly legislation; that suca legislation is 
void, and would be declared unconstitutional by 
the Federal courts; tbat it is the duty of tbe 'Terri- 
torial Legislature to protect slave property, and 
property of all kinds; that the rights of property 
of all kinds are under the protection of the govern 
ment, the Constitution and tbe laws; that our 
rights and remedies seem to be now complete in 
the Territories, and nothing has occurred to show 
ttieir inadequacy; tbut the Democratic parly has 
brought us to this posiTon ol safety agaiust all 
tbe eff >rts of tbe Opposition, entertaining differ- 
ent opinions ou the subject, and formit g combi- 
nations to destroy it; that tbe struggles and vic- 
tories over other parties have clearly shown that 
ours is the only party capable of protecting our 
rights, or guarding them in the future; uud if it 
i should be necessary to pass laws to enforce the de- 
crees of the judiciary, or eveu to ca:l out troops, 
that it would be the duty of the government to do 
so.” 

We have conversed with him ourself, we have 
beard him speak the same sentimeuts, and we 
have yet to have a single report from a Democrat 
who has since heard him in any speech, at any point 
*n the State, take antagonistic grounds. Your wit- 
nesses against Mr. Magoffin ell belong to that un- 
fortunate class of individuals whom Bell de- 
nounced as enemies to civil liberty and suborners 
of tbe judiciary. We can’t think of accrediting 
their testimony. Your own leader, in behalf of 
whom they are introduced, makes them out un- 
worthy of belief in the case presented, however 
creditable they might be in others. 

Robert McKee, tbe editor of the Maysville Ex- 
press, as good a Democrat, as truthful a man, and 
as sterling a gentleman as ever lived, wrote or 
thought, heard Bell and Magoffin at Mayslick, 
Tuesday, the 5th. Mr. McKee would not misrep- 
resent Mr. Magoffin's position to please anybody, 
j and here is w hat be says of our candidate for 
| Gubernatorial honois, on the Territorial question : 

Mr. Mng< ltin believes that slavery exists in all 
the Ten nones of the United States under the 
Constitution; that coulheru people have a right to 
taae their slaves into the Territories and hold and 
use them there as property; that the constitution 
guarantees him pr. tecuou in the exercise of this 
right; that Congress has tbe power to protect 
while it cannot prohibit slavery in the Ter 
Mtorie>; that a Territorial Legislature cannot 
either directly or indirectly, exclude or abolish 
I slavery ; that any unfriendly or hostile legislation 
I ou the part of a Territonul Legislature would be 
uucous.itutional, null ami void. He believes 
slavery is already sufficiently protected iu the 
Territories, and is opposed to tbe wanton intro- 
duction ot ibisquestiuu into Congress again, but 
when tbe law* already existing fail to prottet the 
rights of tbe slaveholder in tha Territories, and 
the territorial legislatures refuse to give adequate 
protection, be believed a necessity will have arisen 
which will make it the duty of Congress to pass 
laws to protect these rights. He believes tbe 
slave owner has a right to bold bis slaves in the 
Territories, and that it is tbe duty of tba Federal 
Government, including the executive, the judi 
cial, and tue legi>lative departments, each acting 
in its proper sphere, to protect him in the exer- 
cise of tnia right. 

Guthrie in Illinois, 

The Daily Magu-t, a fir 0 t rate Democratic pa- 
per published at Decatur, 111., celebrated the 
"Glorious Fourth” by hoisting the names of 
James Guthrie for tbe Presidency and Horatio 
King for the Vice Presidency, in 1860. The lead- 
ing reason assigned bv the Magnet for doing this 
on tbe Anniversary of our Independence, is, that 
so good a deed ought to be done upon a day asso- 
ciated with so much glory and good to our coun- 
try.

The Emperor of Austria has not taken his de- 
parture for Vienna, as be was suid to intend, but 
be is now expected to remain in Italy. 

The new English Ministry has announced that 
it will be governed by a strict neutrality. Mr. 
Cobden has declined the proffered seat in the Lew

Details of the Battle of Salferino. 

Pbilauklpuia, July 12. — The New York Times 
publtsbee a letter from the held of battle of Sal- 
ferino, giving the first accurate details The 
battle commenced at a little before five o’clock iu 
the morning, not iar from sunrise. Just back of 
Castiglione rises a high range of hills which pro- 
ject a mile or thereabouts into the plain, and 
then breaks off towards the lei t into a wide ex- 
panse of smaller bills, and so into the rolling sur- 
face which makes that portion of the plain. Tbe 
Austrians had taken position upon these hills, 
planting cannon upou tnose nearest to Castigli 
one, which they could not approach, as tbe 
French army was in full force and around that 
little village, aud had stationed their immense 
army all over the surrounding plain, as nearly 
us we esu now learn. 

The Empemr Francis Joseph bad collected here 
not less than 225,000 iroops, and commanded them 
iu person. li.s evident purpose was to make a 
stand here and risk tbe fortunes of the war upou 
tne ha’/.Hfds of ihe day. Napoleon promptly uc 
Crpted the challenge, and commenced the attack 
us soon as it was light, this morning, by placing 
cannon upon the hills still nearer to Castiglione 
man those held by the Austrians, and opening

New Yoke, July 12. — The steutuship Star of 
the West ha* arrived with the California uiailn of 
the 2oth ult. She brings nearly 91,750,00b in 
treasure. Among the principal cousiguees are 
the followii g; American Exchange Bank, 8I08,- 
00O; Wills, Fargo A Co , 8244,'A)0; Freeman A Co., 
872,000. 

The Star of the West left As; inwall on the 3d, 
aud Kcv Weston the sth inst. The U. S. Frigate 
Ruuuoke was at AspiuwaR — ail wi-ll. The North 
Star was also in port uwaitiug the arrival of the 
steamer Orrizaba. The California advices have 
beet: anticipated by the arrival of the Tehuante- 
pec steamer at New Orleans. 

Tne trial of Wm. Williams, al Panama, for the 
murder of Capt. Junius Otis, of Boston, has re- 
sulted in a verdict of homicide in 'tie first degree. 

Advices from Peru mention another revolution, 
under the lead of Zebullon, Cadello, Echeneque, 
and others. 

The revolution in Ecuador, under Gen. Morre- 
ua, has become quite threatening. The regular 
troops are going over to the insurgents, and the 
defeat of the Government was considered certain. 

Guayaquil was still blockaded by the Peruvian 
fleet. 

The D. S. frigates Merrmac and Saranac were 
at Callao. 

The medical survey, held in the case of Com- 
modore John C. Long, flag officer of the Pacific 
squadron, bus resulted in his being condemned. — 
He will return home immediately, aud will proba- 
bly be a pusseuger on the U. S. frigate Saranac to 
Panama. 

The Panama Star says a most horrid and cold 
blooded murder wus committed on the tram from 
Aspiuwall to Panama, ou the 2lalof June. Some 
five hundred passengers from the Northern Light 
were on the tram, cue of whom, named Wm. Wil- 
liams, was rather inebriated. When Dear Mata 
chui, Williams went out on the platform aud kick- 
ed one of the brakesmen, merely for Tud, as he 
says. Another of tbe passengers, Capt. Junius 
Otis, attempted to reason with hun for so doing, 
statiug that such conduct was likely to involve 
the passeogers in difficulty. A few words passed 
between them, wheu Williams drew a dirk utul 
stabbed the unfortunate Otis in the right breast — 
from the effects ol which be died in about fifteen 
minutes. 

The passengers were disposed to lynch the 
murderer immediately, but they were prevailed 
upon by tbe Conductor, Mr. Lee, to deliver him 
up to (the authorities on his arrival at Panama, 
aDd he is uow m prison awaiting his trial. Wil- 
liams says he was boru in Westmoreland countv, 
Pa., but baa lived in Caldwell, Texas. He has 
lived for several years in Cali'oruia. He kept a 
gambling saloon at Chinese Camp, aud appears to 
be u professional gambler. Capt. Otis is from 
Boston, but has also liv.d in Caliioruia. Imme 
dialety alter the arrival of the tram the murderer 
was placed m charge of a strong guard, and 
couducled to the jail, where he is uow heuvilv 
ironed. 

The steamship Valparaiso reached Panama on 
the morning of the 2lst, bringing 27 passengers, 
aud 8327,629 in treasure. Her uaies are Valpa- 
raiso, 1st, aud Callao, 12th of luue. 

Among her passengers is Mr. Jameson, Super- 
intendent of the Pacific Steam Navigation Co.'s 
works at Taboga. 

Tbe revolution is entirely at an end. Copiabo 
is in tbe hands of the Government, and the last 
of the insurgeuts crossed tbe Andes, about oou or 
6tX) strong, and reached >San Juan, where they 
laid down their arms before tbe authorities of 
Stale. 

Gen. Yidaurri, commander of the Government 
forces iu the North, returned to Valparaiso on 
tbe 27 lb, and was rec»ived with greut enthusiasm. 
The troops are also returning h 'me, but the war 
footing of the army has not yet been reduced. 

A number of political prisoners have beeD 
tried by court marlials aud sentenced to death, 
but in all cases the Government has commuted
